BUT THERE'S ANOTHER STORY. 





The remarkable story of adventure related by 
Samuel W. Thornton and Eva Jewell, his pretty sister- 
in-law, rivals the tale of Sinbad, the Sailor, This 
couple went bathing at Coney Island, disappeared 
only to reappear at Jacksonville, Fls., where they had 
been Isnded by a strange vessel, which had picked 
them upatses. Their relatives believe the story, but 
8 skeptical public declares it to bea fake, 

Thornton isa prosperous baker doing business with 
his brother, W. J. Thornton, in Brooklyn. He resides 
with his wife at No. 227 Cumberland strect, in the 
City of Churches, On August 27 heand his sister-in- 
Jaw went to Coney Island. They engaged dressing 
rooms in Kolmer'sa Pavilion and plunged into the surf, 
‘They were not seen again. When the bathing houses 
were closed for the night the clothing of Miss Jewell 
and Mr, Thornton was found in their respettive 
rooms. The couple bad absolutely disappeared, It 
was believed that they were drowned, but sensational 
talos of a possible elopement were discussed. Mrs. 
Thornton, the wife of the missing man, believed her 
husband and sister were dead and she donned widow's

washed up on the beach, ae 

Naturally Mrs, Thornton and her brothet-in-law 
were astonished when they received the following 
telegram on Sept. 20: 

“ JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 20, 1891. 
“To W. J. THorxton, No. 227 Cumberland street, 

Brooklyn, N. Y.: 

“We are both safe, Was picked up at sea. Hada 
narrow escape, Send me by Weatern Union Telegraph 
Company £50 for some clothes and toget home witb 
and how all are, (Signed) 8. W, THorxTon.” 

Thornton and Miss Jewell had reached Jackaon- 
ville after having, as they said, walked twenty miles 
from the Atlantic coast, where they declared they bad 
been put asbore from a sailing “essel; Thornton, 
when interviewed, told this remarkable atory: 

“Miss JowellandI went to Coney Ialand together 
“on the afternoon of Thuraday, August 27, my wifeand 
child having gone to the country, and Miss Jewell 
keeping house for me. I took her to the Island for a 
Uittle outing, as she had been confined tothe houre for 
some time, We bought bath tickets at one of the 
houses not far from thé Iron Pior-and -went_into the. 
surf. This was about 2 o'clock, 

"We paddled about in sballow water fora while, and 
finally ventured out further. I can awim, but Eva 
cannot, although she is accustomed to the water, 
Suddenly a big wave took us off our feet and swept us 
far out into deep water aa it receded. The girl 
clutched me frantically and bainpered my movements 
eo that I could not awim to shore with her. The cur 
rent seamed to be setting us further and further from 
the shore, but I managed to keep her bead above 
water. She waa so frightened that aho could not speak 
or make any nojse except by her coughing, for shehad 
awallowed large quantities of salt water. 

“T ehouted in vain for help. The roar of the aurft 
completely drowned my voice. Nobody heard me, 
although Icould see, the bathers far in ahore. Aa Tl 
recollect {t, there wak nobody within a hundred feet 
of ua where weentered the aurf, [ suppose we had 
been twenty minutes or halfan hour drifting out to 
sca when | felt my atrength failing. I ahouted con- 

_ atantly, but my voice had grown weaker and weaker, 

“Juatthon I spied a log floating by and made for it, 
Tho wind or the current turned {ft toward ursandI 
sraaped it. Then I lifted Eva on toitand told her to 
cling toJt for her life. She did ao, but seemed all the 
while in a dazed condition, I couldn't get her toapeak, 
ahe waa chilled through and through, her teeth chat- 
tered and she appeared to be stupefied, In this conal- 
tion we kept above water until nearly six o'clock, 
when a yeasel saw us, lowered a boat and took ua

“Were you treated well by the captain and crew?” | 

“Ob, yes; they did everything for us. The captain’s 
wife nursed Miss Jewell constantly while she was abed

and when she was able to sit up gave her an outfit of 
underclothing and an old dress, Among the men I 
got a pair of trousers,a woollen shirt and an old 
jacket, Miss Jewell and I were left to ourselves a good 
dea], for there was nobody who could talk to us. I 
had s bunk in the forecastle with the sailors. Sho 
had a room in the after cabin.” ‘ 

“Didn't you meet any vessels bound into New York 
or northern ports to which you could have been trans- 
ferred ?” 

"Yes; during the first two or thrée days, but Miss 
Jewell was too sick to be moved then. She was ina 
high fever and delirious for three or four days. She 
didn’t even recognize me when I spoketoher. After 
the third or fourth day we hardly saw a gail, and none 
near enough to be hailed. We were on this vessel 
sailing rapidly southward for thirteen days. I[tseemed 
like thirteen years, I went nearly crazy. I knew that 
my wifeand brother would be frantic about us with 
grief, and I hardly slept any, day or night. 

“Finally, onthe 9th day of September, we pled a 
sall coming toward us, Our hearts fairly leaped with 
joy, but our spirits drooped again when we learned 
that the vesgel was bound for Yucatan, However, her 
captain said that he would takeusaboard. He was 
going to make the passage through the Florida Straits 
and agreed to set us ashore on the east coast of Florida. 
A boat was lowered and we were transferred. Before 
we left the first vessel the crew made up a purse for 
us amounting to about sixteen dollars. 

“The new vessel wasalsoa Spaniard. None of the 
crew could speak English, but the captain of the 
firstone had told them our story. Nothing of im- 
portance occurred on this voyage until yesterday 
(Sunday). morning, when we sighted the Florida 
coast. Two ofthe crew set us ashorein a boat. This 
wason the. beach near the month of the St. John's 
river, half way between Pablo and Mayport, 

“We got breakfast ata house in the woods and then 
started to walk to Jacksonville. About 10 o’clock in 
the forenoon we were overtaken by a man with a 
team, whom we hired to drive us to the city. We 
reached South Jacksonville about noon and took the 
ferry acrosa the river to thecity. I wen$-at once to 
the telegraph office and wired my brother to send me 
some money by telegraph. Then we went to the St 
Jobns House and have kept very quietly in our rooms 
ever since, awaiting developinents.” 

When brother Will received Thornton's telegram he 
was auspicious. He gaid: 

./'There are too many discrepancies in the telegram 
from Florida for me to believe that it Is from my 
missing brother, of whose death [ am satisfied, I 
think that some one down there is trying to work me 
for the $60, We never believed that Sam and Eva 
had eloped. If they were picked up by a coasting 





schooner, why have they not notified me before? If 
the telegram is legitimate they can have all the money 
they want.” 

He, however, sent the following telegram in reply:

Conductor Barr, of the Pullman car Rincon, which 
left New Orleans for Jacksonville on the night of Sept. 
18, says that Thornton and Miss Jewell were passen- 
gers on his car throughout the entire journey. Editor 
Carter, of the Jacksonville Erening Melropolts, was also 
& passenger, and he swears he saw the couple on the 
train. They ocgupied berth No. 7 as man and wife. 
Carter, in order to make sure of the identification, 
called at the St. Johns House, where the romanciny 
couple were stopping in Jacksonville. He was ac- 
companied by Conductor Barr, Miss Jewell entered 
the parlor to meet them. 

She moment she entered and met the conductor face 
to face, a peculiar, startled exclamation escaped her. 
She sanknervously ou 8 seat and became deathly pale. 

“T have cowe to ask for some particuJars about this 
thrilling tale of the sea,” said Mr. Carter, :

~and had gone to my room when [ thought I wonld read 
the newspapers before I went to sleep. [read the 
story of Thornton and his companion and when I 
came to the description of them it atruck me that this 
waa thecouple I had seen. I said to inyrelf that story 
of theira ia a fake, They were both in my sleeper from 
New Orleans Friday night. The description tallied 
exactly with that of the two passengers. That man 
and woman were in my car without the shadow ofa 
doubt. I should have recognized them in darkest 
Africa. They got into the car at the station in New 
Orleans, They had no sleeper tickétaand I asked them 
to get there before they took seata. The man went 
back to the Pullman office and bought one berth, lower 
7. They were in the car from Friday night till Satur- 
day night—about twenty-fonr boura.”” 

W. R, Oarter saya :—"'I goton the trainat Pensacola 
Saturday morning and took™ seatin the Pullman car. 
Thornton and hiscompanion ocanpied seats directly 
opposite me. They appeared like inan and wife, [ 
rodeas faroeastas Milton, Fla.. aud I watcbed them 
quits a good deal, ag there were few people in the car, 
LT would awear on a stack of Bibles that these self- 
atyled castaways are the same couple that were in 
that sleeper.” 

Thornton, when seen later, denfed the Pullman car 
story. He said: 

“This is a cruel lie that they tell abont us. We 
reached Jacksonville jnat exactly as I have narrated 
before, Ladmit the story isa atranve one and that it 
makes come people auspicious of us, Why, eren my 
own brother could not believe me at'firat. But he 
sent the money just the same. He wouldn't bare 
done that if [ badrun away with my wife's sister, 
ewould he? Berides, we are going right back to 
Brooklyn to meet them all. I tell you, it'a ernel. If 
youconld see the dear wife and child whom I have

A new rowing-boat has been introduced in England, 
aud W, Talland Smith, in referencd to the boat, writer 
as follows to the Sporting Life: 

“lis claims the following advantages for his boat: 
Greatest ability, speed and buoyancy, and after a 
personal inspection of the two beforementioned boats 
I should consider what he claims highly. probable. 
‘They appear to be admirable specimens of racihy 
craft; particularly as their build suggests traveling 
over instead of through the water, to say nothing of 
tho stability of construction, Moreover, Ellis appears 
to have madea decided improvement in the rudder, 
which is of brass, and quite 80 per cent, snualler than 
the ordinary one, and {is placed underneath the boat 
about 8 or 7 feet from the stern post, which shonld 
catise less friction, consequently give greater speed; 
in fact, itisa part of the fin which every maoite, boat 
carries,

The men entered the ring at 8:55. The ight commenced with 
sparring fer an opening, Gallagher on the agressive, exchange 
of Ught blows and clinch. Gallagher landed right swing, then 
Janded body blows with eft and right Gallagher missed ter- 
rible right swinging blow. Hard hitting by both and cituched 
asbellrang. Mitchell's friends claimed foul. 

ROUND $—Gallagher forced the Szhting and missed twice with 
swinging left-handers, Ga'lagher then landed a hard left. 
hander on the face, Mitchell fell short with his right, and both 
landed hard lefts on the Jaw.
